THE EMERGENCY AND THE GOVERNOR 


AT MARION 


* 
Governor Davis, in speaking before the Marion 


County Republican Club, a few days ago, replied to criti- 
cisms over the passage of the reorganization bill, as an 
emergency measure. 


In this reply the Governor asked if the saving of 


public funds, the handling of public funds, and the hand- 
ling of public business, in a more efficient manner, did not 


•_ appear urgent to critics. We would promptly answer 


the Governor, since we have criticised passing this bill 
as an emergency measure, that we certainly do believe 
that all good service for the state is an urgent matter, 
that doing anything right is always urgent, but we 
would suggest that which he probably knows very well, 
that there is a vast deal of business between that" which 
is urgent and should be performed, and that which is of 
such a nature as that it amounts to a calamity, and 
which brings it within the meaning of an emergency 
under the constitution. 


There is no court which has ever attempted to de- 


fine an emergency as the Governor attempted to define it 


"" at Marion. In fact, the supreme court of this state did 


not, for a moment, claim that the reorganization law was 
an emergency in their judgment. They dodged that 
issue entirely by stating that the legislature had voted 
that it was an emergency and that the court would not 
investigate it on its merits. 


There are no measures that come before the legisla- 


ture which do not answer some urgent need. If on that 
theory they were called emergencies, the people's right 
of review, as guaranteed in the constitution, would be of 
no avail whatever. But&ere is a very clear meaning to 
the word " emergency.'' An emergency is something that 
happens out of the ordinary, not as the result of plans, 
and natural consequences of indifferent work on the part 
of officials, but an extraordinary happening like the Day- 
ton flood that called for the conservancy law. It could! 
be any calamity which might occur for the immediate nnntasu 
remedying of which there was no law. Under such cir- (

cumstances there would not be time to suspend the oper-

position they took in the beginning of the war. 


Those of course who have been hoodwinked by false 


propaganda thinking that they were the ones sinned 
against, have nothing to be repentant for, because they 
feel they were defeated, but not justly. What Germany 
needs and what all the nations, to a certain extent, need 
is the lifting from the mind the veil of misinformation, 
of false propaganda, which generated malice and hatred 
against the enemy. 


We know some things that were told us during the 


war, to arrouse our prejudice and anger against the en- 
emy, were untrue. Probably many things which we are 
still unfamiliar with are also untrue. 


Many of us who believed very strongly that no 


real problem could ever be colved by force were tempor- 
arily swept off our feet and we believed that the world 
was going to be made safe for democracy by the means 
of a gun, poison gas and bombs. The world's war did not 
accomplish this. It could not in the very nature of 
things. 


Safety for democracy depends upon good will, upon 


information, upon knowledge, upon a willingness to suf- 
fer that truth may prevail. 


The repentant condition of the mind must come 


, from a realization of the wrongdoing. The only way we 
-may be certain of reaching the repentant attitude is by
